Hav e y ou ev er noticed h ow easy it is to estab­ 
lish a ch arge or term-p ay ment account in a de­ 
p artm ent store? 
But no m atter h ow easily th e credit is ob­ 
tained, or h ow small th e p ay ments, th ey come 
due regularly and if not p aid — well, th e law just 
takes its course and th e debtor suffers. 
Th e p eop le of th e United States are just now 
waking up to th e fact th at th ey h av e been on a 
gigantic sp ending sp ree. Nev er did th ey use th eir 
p ublic credit so freely . But th e day of reckoning 
is h ere. Th e ch arge accounts are coming due and 
th e p ay ments will h av e to be made. 
Just as th e unwary customer is talked in to 
sp ending more th an h e can afford by th e sup er­ 
selling ability of th e ex p ert clerk, so h av e an 
unwary p eop le been talked in to sp ending more 
th an th ey can well afford to p ay , by th e silv er 
tongues of th e p oliticians. 
In th e latter case, h owev er, th e p eop le th ough t 
th ey were going to be giv en someth ing for noth ­ 
ing — th at th e billions of dollars h anded out in 
th e name of “relief” and “recov ery ” would be 
taken from somebody else’s p ocket. 
But th e dream h as ended. Th e tax -gath erer’s 
h and is going righ t down into Joh n Jones’ p ock­ 
et to take out th e money to p ay th e ch arge ac­ 
count, for th e “gifts” to Jones. 
A new tax -raising bill h as been th rown into 
th e lap of Congress, th at will h av e a tremendous 
effect on th e earnings, th e sav ings and th e es­ 
tates of ev ery citizen. For camouflage and p ub­ 
licity p urp oses, it is designated as a “sh are th e 
wealth ” or “soak th e rich ” tax p rogram. Th e 
Portland Oregonian say s:

Th ere is no difference wh atev er 
in p rincip le — but th ere is a great difference in 
fact, in th at th e gov ernment, if y ou fail to p ay 
y our tax bill, can use more h arsh and ruinous 
meth ods on th e indiv idual to force p ay ment th an 
can th e p riv ate store. Th ere is no leniency sh own 
by th e tax collector. He collects y our tax es, or 
h e takes y our p rop erty .
